FOOD DOLLARS REDEEMED includes all food purchased by WIC participants during FFY22 except 
the WIC Farmers Market Nutrition Program (FMNP) fresh fruits and vegetables, which is a separate grant. FRUITS & VEGETABLES dollars are a subset of 
total food dollars redeemed. Neither include FMNP dollars. WIC FMNP includes dollars spent at authorized farmers markets and farm stores, and does not 
include other WIC dollars.
